But In New Orleans Sunday, 


Archbishop Philip M, Hannan, 
who presided at graveside cere- 
monies for Robert, said in an in- 
terview that close friends of the 
Kennedy family are urging Ed- 
ward to withdraw from political 
life. 


The prelate told the New Or- 


leans Times-Picayune that one 
consideration is that Edward is 
the only adult son in a large 
family which now has many fa- 
therless children. 


But he added that he could not 


predict what the last Kennedy 
brother's decision will be. 


"Teddy now has an assured- 


ness and a sense of mission that 
he could not have had before the 
tragedies," Archbishop Hannan 
said. 


Young Teddy Kennedy, 
the 


handsome youth In a hurry to 
join his brothers in Washington, 
is gone forever. 


It was March 1962. Teddy had 


just turned 30, minimum age for 
U.S. senators. The youngest of 
the three surviving sons of fin- 
ancier Joseph P. Kennedy an- 
nounced his Senate candidacy. 


"If your name was simply Ed- 


ward Moore," his primary elec- 
tion opponent taunted, "Instead 
of 
Edward Moore Kennedy, 


your 
candidacy would be a 


joke." 


But his name was Kennedy. 


And he had a glorious smile and 
an easy manner that reinforced 
the magic of his name and 
made victory seem easy. 


"The best politician in the 


family," brother John called 
him, 


When Congress convened in 


January 1963, the Kennedy 
brothers could claim unprece- 
dented achievement in Ameri- 
can politics.

John was President, Robert 


was attorney general, Edward 
was a senator. 


The oldest brother, Joseph P. 


Kennedy Jr., had been the one 
the family thought most likely 
to succeed In politics. But he 
was killed in World War n. 


So John took up the quest. An 


unbroken succession of election 
victories carried him to the 
presidency. Then in Dallas In 
November 1963, he was shot and 
killed by an assassin. 


So Robert took up the quest. 


He moved to New York and won 
a Senate seat. This year he 
sought the presidency. Then in 
Los Angeles, after a moment of 
triumph In the California pri- 
mary, Robert was shot and 
killed by an assassin. 


In 
the 
close-knit 
Kennedy 


family it was natural for the 
three brothers to think alike on 
major issues. 


Alike 
they were in many 


ways. But not all. 


John Kennedy was the book- 


ish brother. A graceful, eloquent 
man, he was, nevertheless, re- 
served, aloof with strangers. 


Bobby was the moody, intense 


brother. Whether seeking evi- 
dence as counsel for a Senate 
committee or managing one of 
John's campaigns, Bobby oper- 
ated with an Intensity many 
called ruthlessness. He was the 
most controversial, the least 
liked of the brothers. 


Teddy was the likeable broth- 


er, No one ever called Teddy 
ruthless. 
Less eloquent than 


John, less moody than Bobby, 
tall, handsome Teddy is easy to 
like. 


If tragedy has shaped Edward 


Kennedy, so too did the moment 
of triumph when he took his 
Senate seat In January 1963. 


Aware of the dangers of being 


tagged as "the one Kennedy too 
many," Edward told newsmen 
he planned to stay out of the 
limelight. 


Ted studied his new Job, He 


saw newsmen only for home 
state newspapers and turned 
down chances for national tele, 
vision exposure. 


He sought out the Senate eld' 


ers —mostly 
Southerners to 


whom the Kennedys, particular- 
ly Robert, were anthema, 


He listened to their advice 


and, above all, obeyed a prime 
rule for freshman senators; he 
kept quiet. 


So the Senate elders learned

It was March 1964, more than 


a year after he entered the Sen- 
ate, before Edward gave his 
first major Senate speech, a 
moving plea for the civil rights 
bill President Kennedy had pro- 
posed. 


Edward Kennedy has not es- 


caped violence. 


On a June night in 1964 he was 


aboard, a private plane that 
crashed In Massachusetts. 


He suffered a broken back 


that immobilized him in a hospi- 
tal for six months. 


But running for re-election for 


a full six*year term that Novem- 
ber offered few problems. His 
family, 
including his pretty 


blonde wife, Joan, waged a 
campaign that swamped his Re- 
publican opponent by more than 
one million votes, a new state 
record. 


The next January, with the 


aide of a back brace and a cane, 
Edward Kennedy attended the 
opening Senate session,

he had mastered all details of 
the legislation as well as the 
way he worked quietly to mus- 
ter support. 


He was to win their admira- 


tion again for his work on gun-

problems in Southeast Asia and 
the Middle East. 


On the Vietnam war, Edward 


Kennedy leaned for a while to- 
ward support of the administra- 
tion's policy. 


But gradually he moved clos- 


er to Robert's position of opposi- 
tion to the war. 


His success in the Senate has 


given 
Edward a potentially 


clearer path toward the presi- 
dency than Robert was able to 
find. 


Before Robert's death, Ed- 


ward was mentioned as a poten- 
tial vice presidential nominee if 
Vice President Hubert H. Hum- 
phrey won the Democratic pres- 
idential nomination, and now it 
is being mentioned more fre- 
quently. 


So Edward may yet one day 


fulfill the prediction made years 
ago by former Democratic par- 
ty strategist James A. Farley: 


"Sooner or later Teddy is 


going to wind up president. He's 
got more moxie than Jack- 
more personality and charm."

the campaign he tfas direct- 
ing. 


At that moment, in a warm 


Boston summer, he seemed 
hardly believable in so big a 
role- Yet it was a part in his 
brother's life that he was 


:o 


marked to play in an ever- 
larger way as John Kennedy 
won re-election to the Senate 
in 1958 and went on to gain 
the presidency in 1960. 


Like many other reporters, 


I had long private conversa- 
tions with him over the years 
when he was managing cam- 
paigns, serving as U.S. Attor- 
ney General or as senator 
from New York. 


At conversational range, he 


was invariably co-operative 
and considerate. The impa- 
tient drumming of fingers on 
desk which aides observed as 
.he talked to some visitors was 
seldom seen when he sat in 
the 
company 
of newsmen, 


most of whom he liked just as 
had his late brother. 


Under questioning, he some- 


times would stare a long 
while in silence as he thought 
hard about an answer. When 
an interview seemed to have 
run its course, he would ask 
quietly: 
, 


"Is that enough? Do you 


have what you want?" 


Any reporter who covered 


national politics found people 
asking him again and again 
"what Bobby K e n n e d y is 
really like." Many who an- 
swered clearly s u r p r i s e d 
their interrogators by describ- 


ing him as a compassionate, 
kind man. 


That he was. He often went 


far out of his way to be help- 
ful. 


It was he, as a kind of fam- 


ily director, that I had to deal 
with in mid-1963 when I un- 
dertook a series of articles 
about the many K e n n e d y 
youngsters. 


At first he was reluctant 


to approve the idea, since he 
did not want the children's 


privacy invaded and, besides, 
feared there were already too 
many stories about the very 
large number of Kennedys. 


Finally he agreed. He could 


simply have advised me of his 
decision and left to me all ar- 
rangements with the family. 
Instead, I was told to call his 
elder sister, Eunice, at a par- 
ticular hour at the famed 
Kennedy compound in Hyan- 
nisport, Mass. When I reached 
her, she responded warmly 
and said:

have managed these contacts, 
but Bob Kennedy chose to 
make them himself, despite 
his genuine r e s e r v a t i o n s 
about the story. 


His sense of good fun was 


immense, though it did not 
really become widely visible 
until nearly a year after his 
brother's assassination. Even 
then, as he was running for 
the Senate in New York in 
1964, 
it alternated with peri- 


ods of great gloom when he 
would stare vacantly out of a 
plane window for a half hour 
at a time. 


Tired as he was this spring 


from incessant campaigning 
in half a dozen primaries, he 
kept his good humor through 
the last arduous days in Ore- 
gon and California. I, like 
other newsmen, occasionally 
became the object of his fun. 


When, in Oregon, I sud- 


denly found myself crammed 
into a seat at a press table 
at Portland's City Club, I did 
not have a chance to take off 
a light raincoat I was wear- 
ing. On his way to the speak- 
er s table, Kennedy passed 
close by and took note. 


He reached out, grabbed my 


raincoat at the top and pulled 
it down over my shoulders 
a l m o s t to the elbows. He 
l a u g h e d and said: "Stay! 
What are you going to try to 
do, leave early?" 


Late the next evening, in a 


San Francisco ballroom just 
as warm as the one in Port- 
land, 1 had on the same coat 
as he again passed close. He 
broke into a big grin, took the 
coat by the collar and said: 


"Hey, Bruce, I Aon'i be- 


lieve you with your raincoat!" 


A few days afterward, out- 


side the same Ambassador 
Hotel where he was fatally 
shot in the early minutes of 
June 5, a Kennedy motorcade 
was forming up for a long 
day's campaigning in south- 
ern California. He emerged 
with his s p r i n g e r spaniel, 
F r e c k l e s , 
who promptly 


scampered off into the shrub- 
bery. 


After two summons, the dog 


trotted toward the senator's 
car. I waved him on with a 
sweeping gesture. Kennedy 
laughed, came over and put 
his hand on my shoulder. He 
asked: 


"Would you take care of the 


dog today?" 


At San Diego hours later, 


he playfully suggested there 
'might be an ambassadorship 
in it for anyone who con- 
s e n t e d to keep watch on 
Freckles. 


On the sunny morning of 


May 21, Bob Kennedy was 
shaking hands on a brief walk 
through the Farmers' Market 
in Los Angeles. There was an 
i n s t a n t of good fun when 
someone noticed that Jerry 
Bruno, a Kennedy "advance 
man" noted for his toughness, 
was observed carrying a toy 
baseball bat. The s e n a t o r 
chuckled when a r e p o r t e r 
asked: 


"Isn't that a little too obvi- 


ous for a ruthless man?" 


The w a l k i n g tour ended 


quickly. 
I watched as he 


piled into his car for a trip 
to the a i r p o r t and more 
campaigning in northern Cali- 
fornia and Oregon.

.;mately 17 million people have some type of 
mental and emotional disorder now. These 
patients occupy better than one-half of all 
hospital beds and accounted, as late as 1966, 
for a cost to U.S. citizens of $20 billion. Of 
.this amount, business lost $15.5 billion in 
productivity. 


Things are not all black, though they may 


seem mat way. The dollar drain to business 
forces a change in attitude toward hiring or 
continuing to employ the person who is men- 
tally ill. According to a third-generation 
psychiatrist, Dr. Charles P. Neumann, of 
Silver Hill Foundation in New Canaan, Conn., 
Wjiere patients pay $400 to $450 per week for 
intensive treatment, there is,V.for the most 
part, no cure for the mentally ill. The per- 
son with prompt, proper care and rehabili- 
tative training can and does return to a pro- 
ductive life, Dr. Neumann says. 


This return is not a pipe dream. A Na- 


tipnal I n s t i t u t e of Mental Health report 
shows a continuing sharp decrease in resi- 


dent patients in mental hospitals in the last 
12 years. There was an increase of patients 
admitted but the number released was double 
that of 1955 and the pattern showed a shorter 
hospital stay. The hope is for more people to 
avoid any time in "the mental hospital." 


How is this to be done? In most cases, 


with the techniques used to treat Susan. 
Jack, Dennis and George. These included: 


• Prompt and intensive use of psycho- 


therapeutic drugs such as tranquilizers. 
antidepressants and electroshock treatments 
to "stabilize the patient so he can be 
reached." 


• Intensive but brief hospitalization in a 


general hospital—as little as two to three 
weeks—with diminishing visits for psychi- 
atric treatments to avoid "long, almost de- 
structive confinement in state mental insti- 
tutions." 


• Day-care or night-care clinics where a 


patient may continue to work or be at home 
and report for drugs and consultation. 


• Community mental health centers being 


established under a 1963 federal mental 
health act, where the patient will have ac- 
cess to many forms of treatment but re- 
mains in the community. 


Most people working with mental health 


problems say the breakthrough came in the 
1950s with the development of tranquilizers. 
Although criticized by many for their misuse 
by the eager layman and doctors who dis- 
pense them indiscriminately, tranquilizers 
such as meprobamate, chloropromazine and 
thioridazine, mental health experts stress, 
keep millions on the job and help them avoid 
a lifetime of confinement. 


Where are patients like Susan, Jack, Den- 


nis and George going if they are mentally 
ill and not shut up in an institution? Hope- 
fully, back to work. 


Both Bernard Posner of the President's 


Commission on the Mentally Handicapped 
and Dr. Aryid C. Sieber, medical director of 
Olin Mathieson Chemical Corp. in New 
York, see a change in attitude toward the 
mentally ill. 


Things are looking up but Posner, several 


times posing as a recently discharged men- 
tal patient, found the stigma is still there. 
He cites studies in Utah and Kentucky by 
psychiatrists and nationally by the Veterans 
Administration to show that from 70 to 80 
per cent of those who have been in a mental 
hospital hide the fact when applying for a 
job. When they do tell, their chances of 
being hired are 50-50. 


"Such incidents," Posner feels, "hide lots 


of success stories. It shows we are not as 
far out of the woods as many of us think we 
are with mental patients. 


"There is a greater recognition by indus- 


try that pressures of work are bugging 
workers. Companies in big cities are more 
tolerant of a guy who has had a breakdown. 
There is hope for trying to find a job and 
new training but it boils down to the subjec- 
tive bit. The acceptance of a man or woman 
who is mentally ill depends on the job de- 
mand and the essentiality of the man on the 
job."
